Made by the Lord Lieutenant with the consent of the Treasury under 
eleven of the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1S79.

We, Johw CampbiitjIj Ea.hl op Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant General and General 
Governor of Ireland in the exercise of the power given to us hy the National School 
Lei tellers (Ireland) Acl., .1879, and of every other power us thereunto enabling, d'o 
with the consent ol! the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury make the 
following rule: — 

(1) This rule shall apply to any retired teacher who, immediately before the date Option of 
of the commencement of the Principal Rules, was in receipt of an old disablement retired 
pension which he had not commuted or was not yet in a position to commute or toacher 1,0 
although not actually in receipt of an old disablement pension, was entitled to apply 

or had applied for such a pension. ' 

(2) A retired teacher to whom this rule applies may, instead of receiving a 
pension in manner provided by Rule 21 of the Principal Rules for a teacher who 
lias not commuted his old disablement pension, elect hy notice given under the 
rule to commute his old disablement pension, and then be treated for the purpose 
of the said Rule 21 in the same manner as a retired teacher who has elected to 
commute his old disablement pension before the date of the commencement of the 
Principal Rules. 

( 3 ) A. notice of election under this rule must be given to the superintendent 
within sixty days after the date of this rule or within such further* time as the 
superintendent may allow in any case, if he consider that there is reasonable 
cause for such an extension of time. 

(If) In this rule the expression “ old disablement pension ” means a disablement 
pension granted to a teacher under Rule 10 of the superseded rules dated the 
twenty-second day of November one thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven as 
amended or extended by any subsequent rules ; and, in the ease of a retired teacher 
to whom this rule applies but who was not, immediately before the date of the 
commencement of the principal rules, in receipt of such a disablement pension 
means the disablement pension, if any, to which he would have been entitled under 
the superseded rules if those rules had not been superseded; and anv reference to the 
commutation of a disablement pension shall be deemed to be a ‘reference to the 
receipt of a capital sum in lieu thereof under paragraph (3) of the said Rule 10. 

(5) This rule shall he construed as one with the Irish Teachers Pension 
Rules, 1914 (in this Rule referred to as the Principal Rules). 

We, beiug two of the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, 
hereby signify Our consent to the enactment of the above Rule.
